Finally, the UN has succeeded in crushing 
Tshombe after invading and slaughtering 
citizens of Katanga. So far, no one has 
shown. where the UN got the authority to 
use mainly the U.S. taxpayers’ money and 
hire 20,000 troops from countries all over 
the world to invade an independent country. 
If they can do that to Katanga, they can 
do it to any country. 

The Chief Advisor of the UN Operations 
in the Congo, Robert K. Gardiner, was 
sent from Ghana to the UN. Ghana is a 
communist country, and it is not likely 
that they would send anyone but a commu- 
nist; any more than the Soviet Union would 
send: an anti-communist. During the crisis, 
U Thant sent his first assistant, Ralph 
Bunche, to work with Gardiner, and the 
two of them gave directions to the UN 
forces in their charge against Katanga. 
Ralph Bunche has been identified by two 
of his former comrades as being a com- 
munist, and all UN police forces are under 
Eugeny Kiselev, a communist from the 
Soviet Union. Hence, we have the commu- 
nists backed up by the U.S. which gave 
hundreds of thousands of dollars worth of 
military equipment, in addition to paying 
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Ralph Bunche, attended communist 
meetings with two former admitted 
communists who tesified before Un- 
American Activities Committee.
